Approximately 20 Sier¬ 
ra Madre volunteer fire¬ 
men and nine of the wives 
or children recently re¬ 
sponded to an invitation 
to particiapte in a parade 
in Valley Stream, N.Y. 
to help the host city cele¬ 
brate its 75th year of ser¬ 
vice to the community. 

Sierra Madre Assistant 
Fire Chief Ed Tracy was 
a member of Truck Co. 
No. 1 in Valley Stream 
before moving to Sierra 
Madre approximately five 
years ago, and because 
his job with a movie com¬ 
pany requires frequent 
trips into New York City, 
he has kept in close con¬ 
tact with his former fire 
company. 

Tracy asked any of 
the members of the local 
department if they wished 


to participate in the par¬ 
ade on Lp^^ Island if he 
put together a jiacka^e 
deal they couldn’t refuse 
and the idea became a 
reality. 

On Thursday morning, 
Aug. 21, the group met 
at the fire station to be¬ 
gin the trek to LAX for 
the flight to New York 
City via a jumbo jet. 
Arriving in New York in 
the late afternoon the 
group was met with a 
heavy downpour. After 
a considerable wait three 
station wagons, one Lin¬ 
coln Town Car and a 
sub-compact car, which 
had been previously ar¬ 
ranged for, arrived to 
take the group to the host 
fire station a few miles out¬ 
side of New York City. 
The Valley Stream volun¬ 
teers had been primed 


for the occasion and their 
fire sution sported a large 
sign stafing “WeTcbme 
Sierra Madre Fire Depart¬ 
ment.” The station is 
owned by the volunteers 
and sports a full bar in 
its quarters, not too un¬ 
usual for some volunteer 
departments back east, 
and several of the mem¬ 
bers of Truck Co. 1 were 
on hand to serve refresh¬ 
ments and snacks to hold 
the group over until they 
got to the hotel a few 
miles away to get settled 
in. 

Bright and early the 
next morning the host 
department arranged a 
tour of the New York 
City training center, a 


large facility that offers 
several buildings .fashion¬ 
ed after typical f^ew York 
buildings and especially 
the tenaments that occupy 
a lot of New York City. 
The local firemen were 
intrigued with the state¬ 
ments of the city training 
officers that point out 
that many times traps 
are set in the buildings 
to cause serious injuries 
to the firemen who may 
be doing a search of the 
buildings for victims. 
Holes are cut in the floor 
and as the firemen makes 
his sweep through the 
building he may suddenly 
find himself in deep trou-

Last week’s combined City Council and Plan¬ 
ning Commission meeting was so successful that the 
groups plan a study session together Sept. 25 at 
5:30 p.m. and another regular meeting Tuesday, 
Oct. 21, at 6 p.m. 

The two Sierra Madre city groups directed their 
attentions to three ordinances — #1016; the Multiple 
Family Development Standard Ordinance, and the 
merger ordinance. They plan to discuss wood 
siding, non-flammable materials and the possible 
sprinkler ordinance when members of the Sierra 
Madre Volunteer Fire Dept, are present. 

Concerning the R-1 guest houses ordinance, 
#1016, discussion included a method of sleuthing 
guest houses that are being used as illegal rentals 
in Sierra Madre. Finding the second home through 
water meter usage was accomplished in 1976, ac¬ 
cording to City Administrator Jim McCrea. 

Other possible methods of doing such a survey 
include through post office personnel who would 
reveal how much mail is being delivered at each 
res^^ce. Still another method would be through a 
Sierra Madre full-circulation editioh of the Sierra 
Madre News. The News plans extra circulation 
papers on Oct. 2, Oct. 30, Nov. 27 and Dec.

Councilman Sam Simpson opted for either the 

water meter or Sierra Madre News survey method. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai opened up question¬ 
ing when he stated, “I’ve heard no arguments in 
favor of continuing (allowing guest houses to be 
rented in R-1 areas of Sierra Madre). Where is 
that pro-rental (group)? I’d like to bite the bullet 
(and find out who they are.)” 

Mayor Pro Tern Andrew Roy Buchan said, “I 
have a real problem with people not complying 
within full eyes of the city. I mean the ones (guest 
houses) that were built recently. ” 

The two groups went on to discuss the strict¬ 
ness of the R-3 multiple family development stand¬ 
ards and agreed that there should be stricter rules 
concerning construction on smaller lots. 


Buchan spoke up again, “Density on small lots 
is fine if you don’t happen to own one.” 

Recently there was a request for a lot split on 
Fairview and the council turned it down. That gave 
the owner the right to tear down the structure that 
was built across the lot lines. Split the lots, and 
build a structure on each lot.' 

City Administrator McRea pointed out other 
areas in Sierra Madre that also have homes built 
across lot lines and remarked that any of these 
houses may be demolished to make room to split 
the lots and build two houses where only one had 
stood originally. 


Johnson trial 
to be set Sept 15 

On Monday,. Sept. .15, . in a brief pro¬ 
ceeding, the murder trial date for Vernon Vil- 
roy Johnson, Sierra Madre, will be set. 

Susan Wondries, deputy district attorney 
who is handling the case against Johnson 
who was arrested June, 1985, for the murder 
of his wife, said this proceeding at 9:30 a.m. 
is planned to announce that the case is ready 
for trial. 

The trial date usually follows this pro¬ 
ceeding between 10 days and two weeks. The 
specific date will be published in the Sept. 18 
issue of the Sierra Madre News. 

The body of Betty Florence Johnson, Ver¬ 
non Vilroy Johnson’s wife, was found in the 
street a block from the Johnson home located 
in the foothills of Sierra Madre. 

Johnson has been out on $50,000 bail for 
over a year since his arrest at his home the 
day after his wife’s death.

According to Tom Wheat, preaident of 
the Amarican Lung Aaaoclatlon of L.A. 
County, tha free packet coincidaa with tha 
opening of achool when youngatera may 
be forced to make daclalona about uaing 
one or more tobacco producta. 

“Some, Ilka clove cigarettea and low- 
yield cigarettea, are finding a market even 
among health-conacioua kida, becauaa of» 
a common miaconceptlon that thaaa pro¬ 
ducta are safer than conventional cigar¬ 
ettes. But that Just isn’t true.’’ 

Wheat said that use of smokeless 
tobacco products like snuff and chawing 
tobacco is becoming especially popular 
among young athletes. “Here again, the 
belief Is that smokeless tobacco Is harm¬ 
less. But in reality, snuff and chewing to¬ 
bacco are linked to mouth cancer, throat 
cancer, gum disease and other health 
problems," Wheat said. 

How does lottery 
affect our schools?

Many articles address questions 
raised in recent weeks by the Little Hoover 
Commission regarding appropriate use of 
lottery funds and the processes used in 
determining these uses. 

President Joe Duardo states, “After 
Proposition 13 passed in 1978, local 
school board members properly made the 
hard decisions on where to cut expendi¬ 
tures, even risking their seats to keep the 
school operating. No one In the legis¬ 
lature stepped in to tell them where to 
cut and face the communities and staff 
angered by the cuts. Only now are we able 
to climb out of the legacy left us by 
Proposition 13, and local boards should 
now be the ones who decide how to re¬ 
store instructional programs and Improve 
the schools.” 

Warm weather 
suggestions 

A summer drive can be a chance to 
enjoy the warm weather — or a dismal 
“over-heated” experience. Over-heating Is 
the leading cause of mechanical car fail¬ 
ures on U.S. highways. You can make the 
difference In your fate by heeding some 
warm weather car care tips that will keep 
you — and your car — from boiling over. 

One of the most Important steps you 
can take in the summer to keep your car 
running smoothly is to change the anti¬ 
freeze, which acts as an engine coolant. 
It’s an easy procedure that can be done 
by any car owner. 

• First, check your radiator. Remove 
the cap when the car Is cold and 
check for rust. Get a new cap if rust Is 
present or the seal appears worn. 

• Now place a pan beneath the 
radiator to catch the old fluid. Open 
the drain valve that’s at the base of the 
radiator. 

• Flush the system out with water, 
and tighten the drain valve. Add the re¬ 
quired amount of engine coolant, as 
specified in your car owner’s manual. 

• Fill the radiator with water to make 
solution for maximum protection. 

• After filling the radiator to about 
an Inch below the top, run the engine 
and add a bit more if the level drops 
as the car is running. 

Engines in today’s cars produce more 
heat than did their predecessors and re¬ 
quire coolants that protect more effect¬ 
ively against overheating and corrosion. 

To keep your car humming happily 
on warm weather outings. It’s a good Idea 
to check your car’s belts and hoses for 
tightness and signs of wear. Replace them 
every four years to avoid highway break¬ 
downs.

From the Mailbag: "I keep seeing ads for 
“credit clinics’’ that fix your credit problems. 
Do they work?’’ 

It’s like when they asked J. M. Barrie, 
author of “Peter Pan,” how his plays worked 
out. “Well,” he twinkled, “some peter out 
and some pan out.” 

The idea of credit clinics is a good one, 
but there are good clinics and some bad apples 
too. Again, if the ad sounds too good to be 
true, it probably is. All the clinic can le¬ 
gally do is investigate your credit file, ask 
that any wrong info on you be scotched, 
and then request another check after you have 
cleaned up your act. If they promise anything 
more or else, you are being hornswoggled. 

As with so many things, finding out about 
your credit is something you can do yourself 
with a little energy and research, instead of pay¬ 
ing a credit clinic $25 to 2 grand to do it 
for you. The experts say you have seven credit 
questions to answer: How do they decide if 
I’m eligible for credit? What’s my credit his¬ 
tory? How does a creditor find out what my 
credit history is? What’s in my credit file? 
Can I get a copy? What if I find a mistake 
in my file? What’s the time limit for re¬ 
porting opposing data? 
for reporting opposing data? 

Ask any lender or the TRW people, or 
your bank manager or many others, and you’ll 
find out how to get answers.

bic. Six-inch deep holes 
are put in the floors of 
the mock-up buildings to 
demonstrate this to the 
neophyte city rircfightcrs.

1 veryime needs a vacation and 1 thought 
1 might need a vacation from my vacation. 

We bad been driving for a long time and 1 
lliiHigltl maybe the blinking lights 1 was seeing 
were jtisi in mind or my contacts. My navigator 
and sweetie asked me what was wrong and 1 
told him about the blinking lights on the side 
of the road. He laughed. “Well, dear, back 
here in the East those lights are called 
firellies.” 

1 ireflies ... it had been years sinee I 
had seen any fireflies. “Can we stop and get 
some?” 1 asked Rob. 

“What do you want to do with them, 
put them in a Mason jar and use it as a 
lantern?” he teased. Actually, 1 had thought 
of it — remembering the warm summer nights 
itt West Virginia doing just that. Fireflies 
hack then seemed to make the summer more 
magical — just like homemade ice cream and 
and old-fashioned swing on a front porch. 

But what most people don’t realize is that 
the firefly is not a By but, in fact, a beetle. 

It lights up when oxidation of a chemical 
called luciferin meets with an enzyme called 
lucifcrase. This combination produces enough 
energy to go from a lOw- to a high-energy, 
excited state. Many people feel that when 
fireflies “light-up” it is a means of attracting 
the opposite sex. Others feel it is a warning 
signal for protection. The common firefly, 
as we know it, can go from a greenish to 
yellowish luminescence and Paraguay firefly 
can produce red and green lights.

ADVICE ABOUT DYES 


If we always 
bought only dye- 
fast fabrics, it 
wouldn’t be neces¬ 
sary to write this. 

However, since 
all of us are prone 
to do the thing 
that we want to do 
instead of what we 
should do — and

frankly, life is more fun that way — we’re 
often bewitched by some beautiful garment 
which we know at the time of buying to be 
impermanent, color not guaranteed fast, etc. 

Still, maybe these suggestions will save 
you some money: 

1. On some garments and some fabrics, 
we may be able to fix the dye — or 
retard bleeding by sizing. We’d be glad to 
advise you. Remember, though, that a gar¬ 
ment must be dean before we can size 
it, so if you’re in doubt about a new 
item, bring it in before you wear it. 

2. Blue dyes on acetates and rayons 
and some silks — even when “per¬ 
manently” dyed, often fade due to at¬ 
mospheric conditions in the home or clo¬ 
set. If you like blue colors, try to find 
the permanent color fabrics. (And keep 
closet doors closed!) 

3. Spots and stains often affect even the 
most permanent dyes. Therefore, you’ll 
be smart to have your garments cleaned 
regularly. Also clean fabrics last longer.
